HANNAY ADDED THAT RESOLUTION 925 WAS ADOPTED UNDER

OBJECTED TO THE DEPLOYMENT OF A FRENCH FORCE, SUCH A 
FORCE COULD NOT BE DEPLOYED UNDER 925. / 
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4. AMBASSADOR ALBRIGHT SAID THAT THE U.S. WAS TRYTNG TO 
MAKE PEACEKEEPING WORK BETTER. OUR NEW POLICY MIGHT
